are all degenerates. If wc arc hoiiesi with ourselves, wc know 
thai the difTerence beiween the mudlark of the Thames flats and 
ourselves is one of degree, not cf kind. We all fall short. Dwel- 
lers in great cities who lead a eomforlidilo. but highly arlilirial. 
life from January to Uecembrr arc apt to forget the clenicnlals 
of life. The enniulalive effects of (he desire to survive, Inuiger. 
sex, aiid the indilTerence of Nature's laws to llie sufferings of the 
imfit, do not grcUiy affect the average man. Few of iis who pay 
police rales, live well, and lie sofl. touch the elemeiitai in the 
course oi our lives. The clients of The Salvation .■\rniy are the 
victims of the elemental. ^^m^!i,i&Js^:;;^i^£i^^iiau^1iA. - 

How The Army's " Clients " are Dealt with. 

How many persons who read these lines have ever involun- 
tarily abstained from food for forf.v-eighf Jiouis. or even for a day 
and a night? Unless the engine-room of the body is sniH>lied 
with energy from food, the niaehinery of the soul cannot work. 
Beefsteak to the starving is more lo'them than joy for eternity. 
Elementalism is understood hy The Saivnlion .Army in the same 
sense as it was understood by the Chi-ist. lie fed the nnilti'ude 
before He preached to llieni. i^i) does TFie .\nny. Hungry people, 
stupid from want, seek llrst the bivad they crave, and if they are 
iddifftTont to the Great Idea, who eon wonder? .Sympathy i.s due 
to the man who. when asked why he came In the ppniten'-form. 
inadvcrleiilly answered, "To avoid infernal punishment.'' Ht- 
meant, of course fn say. like an Oriental, what he thought would 
please his menlor — "eternal pnnishmenl." but his answer wa< 
practical and sound. The Salvationists, however, not only slcad- 
f.istly refuse to make what are called in Missionary circles of the 
I'ar East "Hice Christians." Imt Iheir training gives Ihem an in- 
sight iKt-o clinracfer and motive whirl) none may gainsay. They 
feed a man not only in the hope of saving his snnl, but because 
he suffers. They reject as a Convert anyone who seeks to ap- 
pease, iho pangs of want by tlie acceptance of a creed. 

Seeing thai 17 per cent, of the .\postles were disqualified hy 
their personal conduct for good society— .Tudas for treachery, and 
Peter for cowardice— is it reasonable to expect Ihe proteges of 
The Salvation .'\rmy to develop a higher standard of average con- 
duct than was found among the lillle hand lo whom the future of 
Chri<iiianify was committed by iis Founder? Backsliders are not 
few, and disappointments are many and bifter. hn! the Staff of 
The Salvation .Armv treats Ih^sc plienomeua with philosophy. 
'Wicir Great Idea sustains them in the resolve never to despair. 
Xet only do they elude dejec|Son, but a 'Iraugo joy is visible in 
their eyes. . . 

Joyftd Sacrifice and Service. 

The aroma ^f eant is as uiimislakabie as the scenl of garlic. 
hut there is no rant discoverable in this atmn.^phere of liappiuess, 
Saivalioni.Ms do not pose as smiling saints of iln- irritating type 
of St. SeJjasTian. with an arrow piercing each vital part. Bi-I they 
rerlainly give one the impression of peofde whose lives, though 
alwavs strenuous and .sometimes near to martyrdom, are sali.sfy- 
ing, joyful, and complete. No agreement keeps a Salvationist one 
day iShger with The .Army than he rhon>es. While he lakes an 
oath of Forviee for life, he is free to go at will. Held by ro 
earthly bunds, bis contiiuianee in the service is evidence of it.*; 
alluring charm. , ' 

] have never met anything quite like this atmosphere of quiet 
and piirpnseful jnv, except once among the olTi«-ei-s of a battalion 
of a BriliMi reginient about to fcive for active .~ervii-e and in 
the ward rooms of two of His Majesty's ships. Intense effort, willi 
a souse of progress .'jncce-ssfully e.ferlcd in the company of others 
who "r!nv the game," is mv conception of happiness. Beyotirt 
and afic-.e llii~ however, in The Salvation Army i- a sense of 
wh.nt tjasirenee Olipliaht termed "olfier-worldliuess."' Themyslcry 
of IhiP .mvsterions peace— not conipfarency— cannot be cxplanied 
except nil their own theorj— that strii-ing for no ^sarthfy prize, 
they have travelled some way towards heavenly reward. Wc all 
know lise offen=ive type of holiness in people that exults m the 
eonlrasf belwe<>n the sins of others and their own spotless eoiiai- 
fion. There is nnHiing of this sort in the quiet buoyancy charac- 
ferislic <-i The Halvation Army. The charity that ttjey t«ac.h they 
feel; and f"<«ting. practise. One seldom meets the theologmn m 
Salva.liOTi-i'ireles. Salvationists 
•engage isi no pcholastie disputes: 
I'hun reji1rov<Tsy: never wrangle 
about iT'ieds, or contest the 



ground of other men's faith. Knowing that religious opinions, 
as well as empires, are subject lo revolutions, they shun a wrangle 
with sectarians, and never reflect on the churches, either Estab- 
lished or Free. I 

With the Staff of The Salvation .Army ihe Narrow ^^'ay is not 
a path to the House of Lords. Neilhci' do they seek, like many 
religious teaclier.s, to exercise sway over the people by entering 
the dusty arena of parly politics. In the fo\n"tecn years that 
have elapsed since 1 was last brought closely in contact with 
the Staff of The Salvation .Army, a noliceable change has taken 
place in Iheir outlook on their work in (he wortd. They have 
broadened and deepened. No longer are Ihey accurately described 
as leaders of a sect. They arc men. with the wide and placid out- 
look oiiiiose who see ihing.s in Ihe dry light of reason, and this 
notwithstanding the practical identity of sonie of their aims with 
the aims of one or both of the political Parlies of the day. Here, 
for instance, is an example of .statesmanship as applied tu the 
drink problem, now a burning question in polities. On t!ic acces- 
sion of the present Governnicnl to olTlce, it was committed lo dras- 
tic legislation designed to reduce the eviis of the drink trafllc. 
Since th.ose evils are amongst the chief obstacles to the success 
of The Salvation -Army, it occiu'reri to many sound temperance 
reformers that Hie .Army might fairly Ije expected lo sign peti- 
tions in favour of Government Measures on Licensing .Reform, 
and lo give whole-hearted support lo that Party which is com- 
mitted lo the policy of abating the power of the waslc-niaking 
tyranny of drink. As a political assnl The Salvation Army is of 
considerable value to either Fi'ont Bencli. 

The General Staff of The Salvation Army, liowevcr, consider- 
fd ihe oueslion of participating in political temperance in the 
light of Hie Great Idea, and having duly considered it, they ex- 
pressed themselves as both miablc and unwilling lo take any part 
in the political campaign for temperance reform.. This refusal 
surpri.-^ed and dismayed some of their wannest supporters, who 
know the worth of The Salvation Army lo any political party. 
When, however. Ihe reason for the refusal lo become a pawn or 
even a knighl in the Party game becomes known, the deeisloii 
ari'ived at must command Uie approliation of true temperance re- 
formers and soinid Parlymen alike. 

The Great Idea : and What Adherence to it has Meant. 

-At the present time some 13,000 Salvationists carry the Great 
Idea into the public - houses weekly. They sell The Army's 
newspapers, and plead with drinkers and publicans alike in the 
eaii.se of temperance. These people meet with occasional vio- 
lence, rudeness, and insult, but the cimiula'ive effect of their con- 
tinuous and self-denying labours is thai they are generally re- 
ceived with respect, where a Carrie. Nation or a political temper- 
ance emissary would be "fired" by the "chucker-out" into the 
street. Their gentleness and sincerity, their self-denial and cour- 
age, exercised without thirst for notoriety or reward, have al- 
read.v achieved a measure of .success wliich cannot be measured 
by siatislics. As Archbishop Whafeley said. "What is hit is his- 
tory, and what is missed is mystery"; but there is no shadow of 
doiibl that the publicans, who have children to feed, clothe, and 
educate no less than the mo.st ardent temperance advocates. 
would never allow the fighting division of 1.^,000 brave men and 
women to continue their public mission inside their establish- 
ments if the heads of The Salvation Army had abandoned the 
simple methods of the Great Idea in order to cnler the foul atmos- 
phere of Parly politics. 

Nobody can say that The Salvali<m .Army is less sensitive to 
tbe evil re'sidls nf excess in tiie use of alcohol than their politi- 
cal critics, or that their sacrifices have been less. Tbe only 
poiul, therefore, remaining for decision is whether the wilh- 
di'awal of 5.'i00 missionaries of temperance.' burning with well- 
directed zeal, was worlli while in order to serve the ends of poli-- 
ticians. 

If the Staff of The Salvation Army have shown themselves 
capable administrators in big thing.s, their knowledge of human 
nature stands them in good stead in dealing with little ones. 
Hunger is no less the recruiting sergeant of The Salvation Army's 
Social Institutions than of tbe British army— where 00 per cent, 
of Ihe enlistments are due to imemployment. When people arc 
really hungry the desire to survive often encourages meditated 
inaccuracy, and sometimes stimulates the famished body to stimu- 
late concern about the soul. But any pretence of conversion is 
fiuickly exposed by the experienced Officers of The Army, because 
their .sy.stem requires immediate and prolonged effort by the 
rescued on behalf of themselves. Humbug is pierced with the 
spear of the Salvationist Ith<iriel by. the happy-faced and efficient 
adminisl raters of Shelters, Homes, Elevators, and jV1etro|)o!es. 

When, reliiclantly. I undertook the writing of "ffiis 150011,"? 
expected lo find myself out of touch with the Staff of The Salva- 
tion Army in respect of the treatment of a large class of people 
who seek help from any source but' that of their own exertitotis. 
The phrase "sterilization of the unfit,' for which I was first "re-, 
sno'^silile iind been condemned' 
-J a„^- by Salvationist authority. I ex- 
>saigtl^!>^>fcj8Sm» j>ectcd to be analtiema to. The

in the ranks of The Salvation 
Army won for George the respect 
of. bis fellow-townsmen and the 
confidence of his comrades in the 
Army, He was made Sergeant- 
Major of the Corps, and became 
very useful in leading on flie sol- 
diers to the rescue Of other souls. 
Week flfter week, in the open-air 
and in the Hall, he was ever 
ready to tell of what God had 
done for him, and his enthusiasm 
and faith wonderfully helped the 
young converts and made a deep 
impression on the unconverted. 

But at home George's faith was 
severely tried. His children, now 
grown up, were as a thorn in his 
flesh. All of them were as wick- 
ed as the sons of Eli, and their 
poor, repentant father found him- 
self powerless to restrain them.

Record of NatioDal Prosperity. 

Tlie Canadian Budget for tho 
past year, 'which will shortly be 
presented to Parliament, is cx- 
pceled to reveal a wonderfully 
^■alisi'aclor'y story of linniieia! ad^ 
ministration. 

According lo present indica- 
tions, the surplus of revenue over 
all expenditure on consolidated 
fund account should be in the 
ncigliboni-hriod of thirty niilliotis, 
or ten millions ahead of last 
year's high reeord. 

Hon. Mr. Ticlding will be able 
to show I hat every item of capi- 
ti)! expenditure for public worlis, 
ell',. Iras been mcl out of revenne, 
and nearly the whole of the 
year's expenditure of about $25, 
000.000 on the National Trans- 
continental Railway as well. 

For the eleven months of Ihp 
fl.scal vear the revenue has total---' 
led Sll0i.W2.705. which is an in- 
crease of .1ili,0I8,2'f5 over Ihp 
corresponding eleven months of 
iOOO-lO. and nearly three millions 
more than for the whole of the 
preceding fiscal year! 

For Ihe whole of the present 
year it is estimated that the total 
revenue will run close lo $tl7,- 
000.000. 

Expenditure will probably ba 
about .$86,000,000. 



American Immigrants. 

A very groat change in the 
nationality of the imnitgranl's 
coming into the United States has 
taken place in tlie last thirty 
years, according to a writer in 
the N'ew York Independent. Frorn 
the middle of last century down 
lo 1883, immigration was al- 
most entirely from England, Ire- 
land, Germany, Norway, and 
Sweden. The immigration from 
Austria-Hungary, Italy, and Rus- 
sia co.mbincd was in that' ■yeai* 
less than half a.s grc.^i, as thai 
from Germany alone. Since that 
date the immigration from the 
north-western countries of Eu- 
rope has declined, while "that 
from the south-western portion 
has greatly increased. In IftlO 
the immigration from Austria- 
Hungary, Italy, and Rirsfia waii 
niore than twenty times as great 
as the immigration from . Ger- 
many, and more than four limes 
as great as the combined imnii- 
gralion from England, Ireland, 
Germany, Norway, and Sweden,, 
-Trf. 1880 Ireland sent by far :the 
largest proportion of immigrants, 
■according to area, of any courih 
try in Europe. In 1910 Iretend 
■had receded to third or fourth 
..p,laee in that respect, while Italy, 
lakes frvit rank. _.■■::;:'.'.

|T is an inspiring 
Ihought that we are 
addressing a multi- 
tude of readers who 
would know more of 
languid desire is not 
snfnciont. You must desire Jesus 
with ail intensity which will 
make your soul a glowing fur- 
nace. You niissl roach the point 
where you will he willing to sell 
all. or hold all cls=o cheap in 
comparison with the fiilnes.<: of 
love to Christ. 

ThtTo arc hut two steps 
which lead down into the pool 
whi<-h makes whole — consecra- 
liiiii uiid trust. DifTiciiIties attend 
liolli steps. Some are in doubt 
whetlier llicy surrender all to the 
(ii'ipnsa! of Christ. To such we 
sny: '•Cun-ecrale all you know, 
ami llieii all you do not know." 
This irieiudes ali your assets, 
(iod asks no more than this. .At 
fliis point many fail, through fear 
that they are to become paupers, 
when Hod means to endow them 
with untold wealth. What, let 
Christ lieeome my Lord indeed? 
Is it safe to give Hini complete 
control over my heart, to he the 
sovei'eigu of my will, the owner 
"f all my pi-operty, while I sink 
diiwn In a mere stewardship on- . 
der Itim! Will He not lake s-ome 
eniet advantage nf me? Will He 
not cominrind me (o hard sen'icc? 
Will not reproaches lie heaped 
upon me, if I avow before men 
.ind angels that I r.m wholly 
Christ^? Very likely He will 
houniu- you by entrusting to you 
some dinTicull latwur. If you" go 
into partnership with Him you 
must share all the reproach 
which eome.t: upon the firm. You 
are advl.sed beforehand that 
Jesns is an unpopular ehararler 
in what is called the best society. 

"If they have called the master 
of the house Beelzebub, how 
much more so shall they call 
them nf his household?" "The 
world will hale yon, because it 
lialelh Sic; hut be of good cheer, 
for 1 have overcome the world." 
Hence there can be no perfect 
eonsecralion without an accom- 
paiTving perfect tnist. 

Just here let ns whisper in 
your ear. that perfect reliaifce on 
Christ is impossible, so long as 
you are cherishing your good 
name as a treasure more precious 
than His glory. T think that He 
had nilnislers of His Gospel espe- 
cially in view when. He said: 
*How can ye believe which re- 
ceive honour one of another, and 
seek not the honour that Com- 
eth from God only?" This is not 
a rebuke for a jealous care of our 
moral standing, since an untarn- 
ished name is, with preachers, an 
indispensable condition of suc- 
cess, but for a weak truckling to 
a public opinion, hostile to un- 
adulterated Christian truth. They 
are tempted to temporize and 
lone down the Gospel to please 
men on whom Ihcy think them- 
selves dependent. Reader, your 
reputation is not too good to give 
to the Lord Jesus. Paul's self-sur- 
render Inciiided his jjopularity. 
"If 1 yet pleased men, 1 should 
not be the servant" of C^irist." 

It is true. also, that far more 
of consecration succeeds the act 
of perfect, faith and realized 
sancliflcation than precedes it. 
I'nder the full blaze of the 
Spirit's illumination^ we see 
much more to consecrate than 
we did before. 

"But." says one. "J cannot see 
God's band : how, then, can I 
know that He accepts the offer- 



ing of my heart?" Yon arc not 
required to know, but to believe. 

''How can 1 believe when 1 feel - 
no change?" The ground of your 
faith must not be your fee!ing.s, 
but the Word of God. V^'hen you 
make a legal lender of yourself 
to Him, it is your duly to believe 
that He accepts you accordinff to 
His promise. This is simple faith. 
When it pleases God He will give 
to your sold a. joyful realization 
of your acceptance. This is 
knowledge. The Divine order, 
linlh ill iialnrc and in grace, is 
faith, (he slenpjng-slone to know- 
ledge. 

If the blessing of conscious 
cnnipleCeness in Christ, and the 
abiding Comforter and Sanclifier 
is jjy faith only, wliy not now? 
To-day is the day of salvation. 
Full salvation surrounds you like 
A shoreless ocean. Appropriate 
lo your utmost capacity to-day. 
You will gain nothing by waiting. 
There is no lack for God to sup- 
plement, aiid there is no parti- 
cular ill which you can improve 
ynursi'lf and make yourself more 
aeeeplahle to llim. 

Neither sancliflcation or .iustifl- 
eation Is by works. Works in- 
volve the element of time; but 
faiMr says. "\ow. this instant, 
Thoii. nil God. wilt receive my 
iiffcrinfi.'' 

"Bn(,'' says doubt, "suppose 
thai. 1 feel jti.st the same after 1 
thus believe; what theuV 

Keep on believing the promise, 
and insisting that God is true. He 
may delay for days and weeks 
the deelarat.inn of your complete 
aiN.'cplaiice. in order to develop 
and test .vour faith. Tbe longer 
the delay, if you trust imwaver- 
ingly. the more marvellous the 
manifestation of Christ lo your 
soul as your complete Saviour, 
when the Comfcrter takes the 
things of Christ, and shows them 
unto yoiK The Syrophonician 
woman lost nothing by pressing 
her suit against chilling discour- 
agements. Faint not. Just here 
thousands have failed. They did 
not gcasp the prize because they 
did not porsislenlly believe. 

Others fail through a subtle 
legality. They trust in their con- 
secration, and not in Jesus only. 
They take a commercial view of 
the matter, aud present the offer- 
ing of their hearts as the merit- 
orious ground of receiving the 
fulness of the Spirit. This is a 
piece of folly and presumption 
which finds its parallel in the 
way-side bcRgar. who insists that 
the act of stretching ont his up- 
turned palm earns the alms 
which the passer-by may give. 

After you have laid your gift 
upon the allar. look away from 
the gift, that is now God's, to- 
wards the ski^s, whence the fire 
shall come down to consume the 
.sacrifice, in token of its accept- 
ance. Thus, in all our approach- 
es to God there arc three things 
requisite— Belief, Faith, Trust. . 
"For He that comcth to God must 
helicve that He is. and that He is 
the rewarder of them that dili- 
gently seek Him."

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PRISONER'S TOUCHING LETTER 

Finds Cod in Hokaido Prison 

-Through Reading an .\miy 

Bo^. 

The following letter has been 
received by Lieul.-Colonel Ya- 
mamtirofrom a prisoner tn Ho- 
kaido Jail: 

■"My de^arSir. — 1 am writing 
yoti this ■ letter, hoping yon arc 
well: 

"I was born in November, iSOi, 
at No:' 37 Oaza Kogomura, Ouo- 
iniiro. Kilakamo k« gori. Gumma 
ken. and was brought up in a bad 
home, my circumstances making 
me qiiite a scoundrel. When 1 
was about twenty years old and 
ever siiice Ihave done a lot of 
harm to the world. I committed 
even foiii" ci-imes, and 1 was lastly 
sentenced to thirteen years' pcna'l 
servitiide, on account of burglary. 
Even iti prison my heart was full 
o'l errl intention!! and dissalisfac- . 
tiqns. hence I was alway.s' un- 
happy.' This caused me lo break 
tliie rules of the prison. Not being 
educated 1 knew nothing about 
God andthc Bible, but recently I 
received' a copy of the 'Common 
Ifcople's Gospel.' which 1 have 
read throttgh several times. By 
feadinir'it. when 1 came to the 
third chapter. *N*ow is the time of 
Salvation.' I was so impressed by 
the word. *God so loved the world 
that Ite gave His only begotten: 
Son,' that my eyes were opened, 



I saw God and sought His Salva- 
tion. I could not help but write 
you expressing my thanks for the 
fact that even sircli a wretched 
man as I can be saved; your book 
brought this gift to me. Though 
my term of imprisonment is very 
long — I shall be discharged in. 
1013 — 1 am looking forward with 
great joy lo see you and' receive 
further leaching from you.

Church 
of England; Bev. P. Clifford Par- 
ker. Baptist Church; Rev. Dr. 
Wright, Presbyterian Church, Dr. 
Spencer, and others. The City 
Council were represented by his 
Woc^hip the Mayor, .\ldecnian J. 
Ramsay, and Alderman Crowe. 
There were also present Magis- 
trates Shaw and South, Dr. Mc- 
Kechnie, Professor Odium, the 
Rev. Mr. Wilson, of the Christian 
Church, and the Rev. Mr. Clarke 
of Westminster. Many letters of 
regret and good wishes were re- 
ceived from prominent clergymen 
and business men ol the city. . 

"The proceedings were opened 
with prayer . by the Rev. Dr. 
Spencer, after which the. audi- 
ence were aroused to a pitch of 
enthusiasm by Colonel Pugmire, 
who sang a song 1'here's sun- 
shine on the hilt.' Incidentally he 
mentioned that it was sung to the 
boys at the Industrial Home and 
to the men - in the penitenti&i'y 
■yesterday. 

"Major Frank Morris, in, pre- 
senting Mayor Taylor,, expressed 
the pleasure it gave him. He was 
no stranger to them or to the. of- 
ficers and friends of the Army. 
He was there representing them 
all, and no particular class. . He 
was a man who feared none and 
asked no favours. ' . 

"His Wor-ship replied that it 
was a pleasure in the name of 
the citizens to welcome Commis- 
sioner Rees lo Vancouver, not 



only on his own worth, but for 
the good work he was engaged in 
and the fact that he saw the city' 
a baby in arms 22 years ago. Ho 
now saw her grown broad and 
strong, full of enthusiasm in 
every respect. As the city grew 
so had the work of the Army, No 
one could tell the amount of good 
done by that great organization 
among the men and women who 
were not so fortunate as they 
were. The work of the Army 
could not be computed. From 
small beginnings it had gradual- 
ly grown and increased.

TRENUOUS action is 
lieiiig taken by the 
Powers to assist'China 
in combating the 

pnoiimonic plague at 

present raging in Manchuria and 
Nortlicrn China. Thanks to the 
efforls of European doctors, wlio 
have shown mneh lieroism, there 
is for the niomenl some slight 
abatement of the malady in tlie 
Far East, but there is a general 
fear among experts that when 
the warm weather sets in an epi- 
demic of bubonic plague may fol- 
low and spread south into China. 
The worst source of infection is 
iiiidoubtedly the flea, which car- 
ries the bacillus from certain arii- 
mal.v. u.siiallf i-als and other ro- 
dents 

', The manner in which plague 
■ spreads in Asia appears to be ■ 
very much the same in all parts 
of the Continent. The recent out- 
break of bubonic plague in Seis- 
lan. as described by Dr. Sven 
Hedin in his Overland to India 
(just published in two volumes 
by Macmillani, cpntains much 
that is of interest at the present 
momenl. 

Hoiv Ihe Graii'k Speculators 
Helped the Plague in Seistan. 

"Selfish and Ibonghtlej^s men 
worked in the interests of the de- 
vouring bacilli. The famine 
-which prevailed everywhere en- 
feebled the people and rendered 
them more liable to disease. 
Under ordinary circumstances 
large quantities ol" llio grain' har- 
, -ve^t are bought up by a few rich 
persons, who then raise the price 
to many times the value. The 
scarcity now prevailing was due 
in great measure to the failure of 
the crops in Kain, and large 
' (juaritities of grain had been sent 
thil])er from Seistan so that the 
• country itself cams at last to 
'. want All Ihe poor people-^tbal 
'"is, the majority of the population 
' ii-iniust either starve to death or 
--'Sapporyife with soft reed shoots 
.and other plants, and had thus to 
struggle for life for six weeks 
■'"more till the new harvest was 
' -ready. As the unscrupulous rich 
'"■"SEpecuialors were ■ deprived of 

■ 'fiifeir profits they stirred tip the 

■ pftopic against the Belgians and 
' ^iftulated false reports about 

ibeib. They asserted that they 

, -fiiirned the Koran and that 'they - 

^ ^ieoroed clothes and dressed " the -' 

ttoec^le in new ones in otsiev' to

men, that they did everything to 
spread disease, exterminate the 
people, and render it easier for 
Europeans to take the country. 

"One must, however," continues 
Dr. Sven Hedin, "forgive the mis- 
guided and ignorant people who, 
brought to despair by famine and 
plague, knew not what to be- 
lieve They could not under- 
stand why Europeans without re- 
ward—nay. with considerablo 
sacrifice to themselves — came to 
their aid with active advice and 
assistance ' They could not be- 
lieve that it w^as simply from 
feelings of humanity and philan- 
thropy. And wlien their own edu- 
catefl'men and priests as^s^urcd 
them that Englishmen laid out 
trade roads in Baluchistan solely 
to introduce the plague into the 
country, and that under pretence 
of distributing medicine they only 
spread poibon, it was certainly no 



out effect, for ihe malady is ob-. 
stinate The old man had evident- 
ly journeyed to Kyoto to seek the 
aid of the famous healer, of Ki- 
yomizu. He rubbed the bare wood 
on Binzuru's head vigorously' and 
then he rubbed the boy's Head 
until he giggled. He repeated this 
ritnal many times, and then left 
v.illi great faith in his heart. 

The next applicant. was a mar- 
ried woman bringing with her a 
bald-headed boy who was evi- 
dently mentally deficient: 1 think 
she hoped to convey to her son's 
brain some of that bright sense 
and that power of learning which 
dwelt beneath the brow of the 
patient divinity.

Chinese are Starring and Desperate. 
That a fearfol stale of ulTairs 
exists in China is becoming nio-.-ij 
evident each day, tendered do?- 
pcrate by hunger, bands ol' Iniii- 
dred.s of starving refugees are 
roving through the faniiri«- 
stricken area plundering and 
^killing, and a reign of terror iw- 
vails. At Kunslian, a wallcil vil- 
lage within fifty miles of SlKuig- 
hai, the villagers, after a desper- 
ate raid in whicli stores were 
looted and many killed, melnd oiit 
punishment peculiarly Chinese in 
its callousness to the raiding re- 
fugees. A band of more than live 
hundred arc . reported to have 
been surrounded in a componnd 
and burned to death. 

The refugees had taken posses- 
sion of Kunshan and for two days 
ransacked the stores of every- 
thing eatable, killing or wound- 
ing all who resisted. . ■ 

Many villagers were slain and 
others were taken prisoners and 
held for ransom. When the laid- 
ers mov.fed on to plunder the next 
village the Kunshan people had a 
council of \var, and offered lo 
pursue the fugitives. They came 
up with them in a small village 
and surrounded the house. The 
•gates were locked and the h<)ii>>p« 
set on fire. 
'■■■-' The refugees brought five pri'- 
' Oners io the compound in \ K'W 
of the besiegers, and Ihreiiti'iicd 
to kill them unless the sie^c wa- 
raisod. and on the vill.Hgcr.s 
pressing' them back to Ihe luirn- 
ihg buildings, thev slowly backed 
the five men to death. Three 
other prisoners were^ tied lo 
stakes in the burning building, 
-and were burned with their cop- 
tors. .

A VVorkingmen's Home and 
Elevator Was recently opened at 
Rochdale by Mrs. Booth. The 
building was formerly used as a 
cotton mill. It was, however, 
partially destroyed by fire sev- 
enteen or eighteen years ago, and 
since then, until the Army re- 
cently took it over, it has re- 
mained a mere blackened, nn- 
inviling shell of a building. 

Now, at a cost of £2,400, it has 
been transformed, if not alto- 
gether, into a "thing of beauty," 
certainly into an ifJcal Working- 
men's Home and Elevator. The 
oblong building is, strictly speak- 
ing, divided into two sections.

This 
nieeting was held in rnnnection 
with the inaufjuration of llic fn'^t 
Army Home for Women in the

In the new Home there are. in 
addition to the girls' wurkr.Kini 
and dining-room, spv<'ii iKd- 
roonis. There is altncelhcr ;i.-- 
commodalion for eighteen wo- 
men.

The Danger o( 
a Patient's Cough. 

"Pneumonic plague," says Dr. 
fiven Hedin in his new work 
■"that IS. the form or disease 
"which attacks tlie lungs is almost 
Jilways fatal because the ini- 
-c robes are there safe from the 
<!ells which destroy them. The 
elector is more exposed to danger 
:near such a patient than any- 
Twhore. All that is necessary to 
*ive him the disease is that' the 
patient should cough and the 
smallest particle of uxpectoration 
light in the doctor's eye, where 
"the microbes can thrive in moii- 
iure. If he has the smallest 
scratch in the conjunctiva, caus- 
-«d, for example, by a minute 
igrain of sand, the microbes enter 
and do their work." One of the 
Sdoctors operating in Manchuria 
lias died owing to a patient 
coughing upon him une.xpectedly 
when he -w-as unprepared. 

The last vinili»irt outbreak of 
bubonic plague in Great Britain 
l>cgan at the close of the year 
d66i. A Vivid description of the 
■whole course of the dreadful 
"Visitation is given in Thornton's 
TS'ew and Complete History, De- 
scription, and Survey of London 
iind Westminster, published in 
i7»i. It is (here stated that the 
VJiscasc was brought over to Lon- 
idon in some goods e.\pQrted from 
Holland, ''These goods were first 
opened at a house in Long Acre, 
near Drury Lane, vi^here two 
Frenchmen, catching the distem- 
per, died. This immediately com- 
municated the disorder to other 
hon^os in that neighbourhood 
and infected the parish olTlccrs 
who were employed in burying 
lho=e who d'fed of it. . . . The 
physicians, in their Ire-atmenl of 
the sick, all agreed in throwing 
out the pestilential malignity as 
■soon as possible by alexiphar- 
mics. . . .As soon as the magi- 
■strates of London tJiscoyered that 
the couiagiun had spread itself 
into several paris]ies. in order to 
stop the farther communication 
of the disorder. aEi order was is- 
sued out for shutting up all in- 
feeled house.*, and that these 
Houses might hi-"- more easily 
lino^Ti red cro5.«ea were painted 
<ni the doors with this inscription, 
■•Lord, httve mercy upon us.' 
' "Dogs and cb(s, lieing, domestic 
animals and often running -from 
one house to another, were sup- 
posed to convey the noxious ef- 
fluvia in their fiir or hair; in con- 
sequence of which, by the advice 
of pEysicians, the Lord Mayor 
and Common Council issued;, an 
order that all those animals 
should be immediately killed, and 
an offlcer was appointed for that 
purpose. Every possible en3ea- 
rvour was also use'd to destroy rtts 
and mice on the same account by 
poison." -
